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Bills Now Up 
To Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
haltered farm bill, the Alaska 
pipeline,, a minimum wage in­ 
crease and historic legislation 
to curb presidential war powers 
are up for action in Congress 
this week. 
First up was another try in 
the House to put out a farm, bill 
called off the floor last week 
because if appeared headed for 
President Nixon’s veto. 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
L. Butz huddled with House 
leaders Friday to try to work 
out a compromise. 
The administration’s main 
objection, to the bill was a cost- 
of production target price esca­ 
lator that it said would add 
more than $12 billion to the cost 
of the farm program. 
The Senate scheduled a vote 
Tuesday on authorizing con­ 
struction of the controversial 
789-mile Alaska pipeline—after 
rejecting environmentalists’ ef­ 
forts last week to block or de­ 
lay the project, 
The pipeline would carry oil 
from the new Prudhoe Bay 
fields on Alaska’s North Slope 
south to the port of Valdez. 
One amendment offered to 
the pipeline measure was de­ 
signed. to break up the major 
oil companies. 
Sponsored by Sen. Frank E. 
Moss, D-Utah, it would forbid a 
company from engaging in 
more than one key operation- 
producing, 
refining, 
trans­ 
porting and marketing petro­ 
leum products. 
The Senate rejected 61 to 29 
Friday an effort to delay con­ 
struction of the pipeline for a 
study on routing it instead 
through Canada. 
Vietnam war-inspired legisla­ 
tion to curb presidential power 
to commit U.S. combat forces 
abroad in the future was to get 
a Mouse vote Wednesday. It 
also could come up in the Sen­ 
ate during the week. 
The House bill would require 
a president to withdraw any 
combat troops or troop increase 
he committed abroad within 120 
days unless Congress approved 
the war commitment by then. 
Under terms of the bill, any­ 
time during the 120 days Con­ 
gress could halt the war com­ 
mitment by approving a con­ 
current resolution that would 
not be subject to presidential 
veto. 
A $2 minimum wage bill sim­ 
ilar to one passed by the House 
was to get Senate action—and 
faces the same Republican ef­ 
fort as in the House in an at­ 
tempt to make it more accept­ 
able to the President. 
Reiman Morin, 
AP Writer, Dies 
NEW YORK (AP) — Reiman 
“Pat” Morin, who twice won 
the Pulitzer Prise during his 
career with The Associated 
Press, was found dead in his 
apartment this morning. He 
was 65. 
He had been in ill health. The 
cause of death was not imme­ 
diately determined. 
Morin won Pulitzers for his 
coverage of the Korean War in 
1951 and for his eyewitness re­ 
porting of rioting over school 
integration at Little Rock, Ark., 
in 1958.

Canada May 
War On Robins 
WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
organization called The Fund 
for Animals says the Canadian 
government is considering re­ 
quests that would allow blue- 
berry farmers to conduct 'a 
massive slaughter” of robins. 
The group says the robins 
gather in Canada’s maritime 
provinces on their way to the 
United States, and that the 
birds have been turning to blue­ 
berries for food as pesticide 
spraying programs kill insects, 
their natura! food. 
“ There is no doubt that the 
final toll will be enormous and 
will destroy many thousands of 
robins that would normally 
grace the American landscape 
the group reports. If ap­ 
proved, the organization said 
the killing would last from mid- 
August through September.

Billions of dollars are at 
stake. If General Motors, Ford 
and Chrysler cannot reach 
agreement with the union by 
the Sept. 14 contract expiration 
date, there could be an auto 
strike. 
The last such strike dosed 
General Motors for 67 days in 
1970 and cost billions. It touch­ 
ed the lives of nearly one in six 
American workers, put hun­ 
dreds of thousands out of work 
and had ramifications around 
the world wherever tenacles of

‘On the whole we were 
treated humanely, with re­ 
spect,” said Patten. “But there 
were certain personalities*...that 
did at times make life uncom­ 
fortable. 
“We were bound on a number 
of occasions, particularly on 
the march. And on the occa­ 
sions we did without a great 
deal of sleep — in other words 
we had no sleep. After an eight- 
hour march on one occasion we 
spent over five hours going 
through what 1 will call a con­ 
versation. 
“I was rifle-butted on a 
coupie of occasions. I was 
pushed around a little bit. 
That’s basically the thing. Men­ 
tally, I was hurt more with the 
treatment that was given to the 
Vietnamese people that were 
with us. I don’t mean physical 
treatment; I just mean the 
whole harassment they were 
getting. That bothered me more 
than anything.” 
The tw*o Vietnamese, an in­ 
terpreter and a driver, were re­ 
leased with Patten and Thom­ 
son. All four w;ere with the 
ICCS at Xuan Loc. 
Patten said they were asked 
repeatedly to sign a document 
stating they had entered the 
Viet Cong area “illegally, with­ 
out prior notice, without a liai­ 
son officer, without the other 
three members of the commis­ 
sion,” and that they entered the 
area with “articles of war” — 
their jeep, two radios provided 
by the ICCS, a compass and 
cameras. 
Patten said their 
captors provided them with 
whatever they had in the way 
of food and other essentials. 
“We lived in very uncomfort­ 
able conditions* on numerous oc­ 
casions, but so did they,” he 
said. “In the jungle we were on 
occasion under a thatch style 
roof and no walls, of course. 
But on the whole we were be­ 
neath a sheet of plastic about 4 
feet by 12 feet in a hammock.”

No such economic 
factor seems likely to arise this 
time. 
With wages at the major 
automakers averaging $5.12 for 
each hour of straight time, un 
ion leaders have been stressing 
fringe benefits prior to negotia­ 
tions. 
As usual, the union isn’t say­ 
ing how much of a wage In­ 
crease it wants. UAW President 
Leonard Woodcock will say 
only it will be “enough.” 
Union leaders predict they 
will obtain three major gains in 
this year’s contract talks: 
— Making overtime volun­ 
tary.— Dental insurance. 
— Retirement on full pension 
for any worker with 30 years on 
the j<>b. 
The companies insist they 
cannot operate if each worker 
is allowed to decide for himself 
whether he will work overtime. 
They also express fears that a 
small group of key workers 
eould refuse overtime and shut 
down an entire plant because of 
grievance on some other issue. 
Malcolm L. Denise, Ford's 
top labor negotiator, has warn­ 
ed the UAW it is on “a collision 
course” with the automakers 
over this issue.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Her­ 
bert W. Kalmbach, President 
Nixon’s former personal law­ 
yer, acknowledged today he 
raised funds to pay the original 
seven Watergate defendants but 
denied any prior know*ledge of 
the Watergate break-in or its 
later cover-up. 
Kalmbach’s prepared testi­ 
mony was made public while 
White House aide Richard A. 
Moore faced continued ques­ 
tioning at the Senate’s televised 
Watergate investigation. Kal­ 
mbach was to follow him to the 
witness stand. 
“My actions in the period im­ 
mediately following the break 
in which involved the raising of 
funds to provide for the legal 
defense of the Watergate de­ 
fendants and for the support of 
their families were prompted in 
the belief that it was proper 
and necessary to discharge 
what I assumed to be a moral 
obligation that had arisen In 
some manner unknown to me 
by reason of earlier events,” 
Kalmbach said. 
“The fact that I had been di­ 
rected to undertake these ac­ 
tions by the No. 2 and No. 3 
men on the White House staff 
m a d e 
it 
absolutely 
in 
comprehensible to me that my 
actions in this regard could 
have been regarded in any way 
as improper or unethical,” he 
said.

Shown By Nixon 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon was described by 
his doctors as looking and feel­ 
ing better today and is now ex­ 
pected to leave the hospital Fri­ 
day. 
The viral pneumonia from 
-which Nixon has been suffering 
since Thursday seems to be 
subsiding, doctors said. They 
said congestion in the Presi­ 
dent’s lungs had lessened. 
As a sign of the President’s 
progress, presidential 
Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said he docs not anticipate any 
adjustment in the forthcoming 
visits of three heads of govern­ 
ment, beginning with the Shah 
of Iran on July 24. 
Dr. Sol Katz, the consulting 
pulmonary disease expert from 
Georgetown University School 
of Medicine reported that the 
President’s “spirits are just 
fine,” that he is “vivacious and 
loquacious,” but that while 
there is “continuing improve­ 
ment ... he is not entirely 
well.” 
The doctors approved a small 
increast in Nixon’s business 
schedule.

If you have 
been 
to

s u p e r m a r k e t lately, you 
probably have encountered high 
food prices which have become 
commonplace 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
It seems 
that food 
price* 
increase 
each 
day 
and 
yet 
nobody can put a “leash” on 


them. President Nixon has tried 
to slow down rising food prices 
with wage and price freezes, 
but 
after 
the 
economy

“thawed out,” prices go up even 
higher. 
Some of the main causes of 
Increasing food prices are in­ 
flation, 
foreign 
trade 
and 
demand and supply. 
Inflation 
is 
probably 
the 
biggest cause of rising food 
prices. 
Inflation is really a 
vicious circle between 
rising 
prices and rising wages. For 
example, 
one day 
a 
store’s 
operating costs are $100. The 
next day they go up to $110. 
To offset this increase which 
may have resulted as a bonus 
in wages to the workers, the 
store will increase the prices 
of its merchandise. Some of the 
workers in the store may shop 
there for some of their daily 
needs. When they do, they may 
find 
out 
that 
their 
money 
doesn’t go as far as It used 
to. So they ask for an increase 
in pay to make up for the in­ 
crease in prices. This would 
then start the process all over 
again. 
It would 
seem 
that 
the 
workers would have been better 
off without their bonus. 
Foreign 
trade 
is 
another 
factor which influences prices. 
The more 
wheat, soybeans, 
corn, etc., that we export, the 
less we have at home 
for 
ourselves. When there is less 
food at home, the prices go up 


because the demand is greater 
than the supply. 
When we import food to try 
to balance demand and supply, 
the prices go up because of 
tariffs jum . all of the other 
expenses necessary to get the 
product to the consumer. 
When we export grain, there 
is less of it at home, which 
cause prices to go up. When 
there is a greater demand than 
supply, the person who controls 
the supply can name his own 
price. 
Food prices are a problem 
and it seems that no one has 
the answer.

Weiskopf 
Is Puzzled 
By Links 
TROON, Scotland (AP) — 
Tom Weiskopf, the world’s new­ 
est golf hero, continues to be 
puzzled by the Troon links, 
even after winning the British 
Open Golf Championship over 
the tricky seaside course along 
Scotland’s western shore. 
Following his record tying 12- 
under-par 276 Saturday, Weis­ 
kopf said quizzically: ‘I don’t 
understand this course at all.” 
Prior to the tournament over 
the 7,064-yard, par-72 course, 
Weiskopf voiced his displeasure 
with the layout. But his attitude 
mellowed 
with 
a 
constant 
stream of birdies. 
Despite his original hostility, 
Weiskopf managed to win con­ 
vincingly, equalling the best- 
ever score for the 113-year-old 
event, set on these same Troon 
links by Arnold Palmer the last 
time the tourney was played 
here in 1962. 
Weiskopf, who never had won 
a major tourney before arriv­ 
ing here, had been red-hot this 
year, taking three events on the 
U.S. circuit in two months. 
The prize money for the Brit­ 
ish Open winner w'as a modest 
114.300. But victory in the pres­ 
tige-laden event carries a host 
of endorsements and other 
fringe benefits which should lift 
Weiskopf. who a few years ago 
couldn’t afford to play as an 
amateur, into the select million 
dollar class. 
He began the final round with 
a one-stroke lead over Johnny 
Miller, 26-year-old winner of 
the U.S. Open.

MOSCOW (AP) — With the 
routines that made her the dar­ 
ling of the 1972 Munich Olym­ 
pics under attack, diminutive 
Olga Korbut has warned that 
she may follow' her routines 
into retirement. 
The 18 year old Russian star, 
voted Associated Press Female 
Athlete of the Year for 1972. re­ 
acted strongly to the recent 
plan by the International Gym­ 
nastics Federation to ban from 
future competitions certain ele­ 
ments of her program—particu­ 
larly the double backward 
somersault on the balance 
beam, 
“ If the decision is put into ef­ 
fect,” Olga said in an Interview 
published in the official sports 
organ Sovietsky Sport, “then I 
simply do not sec any place for 
myself in gymnastics.” 
The 89-pound Olga had cap­ 
tured three gold medals at 
Munich and on the balance 
beam had achieved a score just 
.10 of a point from being per­ 
fect. Preparation had begun 
long ago for new and even 
more complex routines for next 
month's International Univer­ 
sity Games, an event Olga said 
she will probably now' miss.

With the help of John Hughes, of Rush 
County Historical Society, and Vicky 
Campbell, of the Rushville Library, much 
additional information has been received 
on Libbie Steele, the first wife of T. C. 
Steele. The question has been solved as to 
why she was married in the home of her 
uncle instead of her father. 
The 1888 History of Rush County gives 
a long biographical sketch of James 
La kin, the uncle in whose home she and 
her sister, Laura, were married. The 
house is 1V2 miles east of Rushville. 
James Lakin was the eldest of four 
children born to Thomas and Francis 
Allie Lakin. They were natives of Penn­ 
sylvania and Virginia, and were of Irish, 
English and German descent. Thomas 
had previously been married to Sara, and 
one of their six children was a son, Adam, 
who was the father of Mary Elizabeth, 
who married T. C. Steele. 
James Lakin was reared on the farm, 
and at the age of 18, became the clerk in 
the general store owned by his brother, 
Thomas F. Lakin. In 1847, the brother 
sold the store, but James continued to 
work for the new owner until 1852, when 
he went in business for himself. The store 
was later named Lakin and Oglesby Dry 
Goods, and disbanded in 1864. In 1865, he 
became a cashier in The Rush County 
Banking Company, which later became 
the Rush County National Bank of Rush­ 
ville. 
Lakin owned a Rushville Hotel, which 
he sold in 1877. In 1878 he went into the 
clothing business with H. P. Carr, and 
retired in 1883. His wife was Catherine 
Carr, and they had five children. 
Adam Lakin was the son of Thomas 
Lakin and his second wife, Mary Cloud 
Matson. Mary Elizabeth was their sec­ 
ond daughter, and was born February 
22, 1850, in Rushville. Adam and his wife 
moved to Greencastle in the middle of 
the 1850’s. Her mother died in 1862, and 
her brother was killed about this time. 
After the Civil War, her father spent 
most of his time in Kansas, and Mary 
Elizabeth returned to Rushville to the 
home of her uncle. She attended school 
at Waveland, where she met T. C. Steele. 
Libbie and her sister, Laura, were living 
with James and wife, Kate, in Rushville, 
when they were married in 1869. 
Pictures by Steele are to be found in 
the 1888 History of Rush County. He did 
a very fine painting of James Lakin, the 
grandfather, and several paintings of 
Lillie. She accompanied him to Munich, 
where he spent 5 years perfecting his 
skill as an artist. She was the mother of 
his children. She died November 14, 1899. 
She was 49 years old when she contracted 
tuberculosis. According to the history, 
she was an inspiration to him and to her 
children. 
Miscellany appreciated the letter to the 
Editor from Ray Richardson, the state 
representative for Rush and Hancock 
Counties. His information is accurate 
since it comes from the artist’s grandson, 
Theodore Lakin Steele. Since there are no 
direct descendants of T. C. Steele and 
Mary Elizabeth living in Rush County, 
there are probably Lakin cousins. Any 
clues as to whom they might be? The 
painting of Thomas Lakin hangs in the 
John Herron Art Museum, but are any of 
his landscapes owned by Rush County 
citizens? His biography, “House of the 
Singing Winds,” is in our library and a 
delightful book to read. It is particularly 
interesting when we add the above in­ 
formation and realize that Rush County 
must have influenced this great artist 
and that his Rush County wife was his 
inspiration during his formative years.
